Our anti-aircraft 
guns, some- 


times used as anti-tank weapons 
too, reached miles into the sky to 
bring down Nazi planes. Mechani- 
cal "brains" sat in the middle of 
a group of A-A, calculating height, 
speed, direction, windage and a 
half dozen other factors. 


When the long retreat to Berlin 


finally began, the Germans dipped 
deep into their bag of tricks. They 
tried to slow the land pursuit with 
mines and booby traps, to halt the 
p diverging long-range bombing 
with rockets, flying bombs and 
"silver fire." Thousands of robot 
bombs were sent flying against 
London 


S'lvcr ^rre. a flaming mass of 


phosphorus discs, wqs chopped 
on bomber formations by enemy 


planes. Glider bombs controlled 
by radio and lockets fired by 
enemy planes were also used. The 
answer again was firepower. We 
knocked down the enemy planes 
by arming bombeis with longer- 
lange guns and by providing long- 
distance fighters. 


Rockets made a come-back, de- 


spite their inaccuracy compared to 
orthodox shells, because lack of 
recoil made them a natural for 
launching from airplane: or by 
infantry. 


Na:d mines and booby traps 


were murderously ingenious. The 
Gurnvrns vrrcd the bodies of dead, 
both Allied and their own, hid 
death in doorknobs, stairways, 
faucets, toilet handles, wine bot- 
tles, whistles, radios and apple 
trees. 


Xa/i ?ea warfare was waged al- 


most exclusively bv a huge fleet

Emphasis On Bombers 


In the a:r, emphasis shifted to 


big, heavily aimed and armored 
bombers. Fundamentally, this was 
the same thing as had happened 
in the evolution of artillery guns 
—an increase in range and size. 


Constantly one type of weapon 


has had to De improved to meet 
the threat of another. In Ameri- 
can arms, anti-aircraft range has 
been increased over 100 per cent- 
tank speed, 700 per rent; boTib 
s:/e. \\ell over 300; individual sol- 
dier's firepower, over 250.

This mighty secret 
organization 


waited and planned for the time 
when the allied armies were near 


I enough at hand to render any nec- 
essary help, and when, on August 
2, 19-M. the time came, this mighty 
F.F.I, rose as one man to the call 
to arms. In a lightning like blow 
they overran everything 
in the 


city. The German S.S. men were 
caught too much off guard to put 
up any organized resistance to the 


army of half-crazed peasants. 


In a short time, the city was 


cleared of Nazis, all Vichy orri- 
cials and othei pro-Nazis were ap- 
prehended anu Paris was declared 
an open city.

not to come so easily, however, for

Nazis stormed the city and par- 
tially regained it. The French ra- 
dio pleaded for help, and General 
George Patton's Third Army an- 
swering the call, arrived on the 
twenty-fifth to find the French 
battling 
furiously 
against 
the 


stronger German forces. 
As the 


American troops entered the citv, 
the bells of Notre Dame rang out 
and word spread 
like wild fire 


Apparently the Nazis heard the 
good word too. for they evacuated 
the city in a short time. After the 
Nazi retreat, it was a matter of 
mopping- up the few 
remaining 


'snipers. 
At last 'after four mis- 


erable years, the Frejich people 
could again call the city theii 
own. 


The Belgian Bulge 


December 16, 19-M, marked an 


important date in the course of 
the present conflict, as it was the- 
beginning of a desperate German 
drive into Belgium. 
On the 80- 


mile Belgian front, General Von 
Runstedt had massed all his troops 
and armored columns, waiting un- 
til the time was ready. The crafty 
Nazi launched 
his blitz on the 


eighteenth 
of 
the 
month, 
but 


gained only a few miles. That day 
the Allied commanders branded 
his drive as only a minor vounter- 
offensive. Jfhe next morning, how- 
ever, told a far different tale, as 
the German steamroller finally got 
underway and rolled up 15 miles 
in nothing flat. 


For the following week, all the 


news was bad for the British and 
Americans, and it seemed that 
Von Runsledt had succeeded in 
turning defeat into victory in Eu- 
rope for the Nazis. 
The tamous 


drive was not stopped until two 
days after Christmas, when the 
First and Third Armies finally got 
a toe hold and slugged back at 
the German onslaught. 


By January first, the mighty 


Nazi columns had slowly begun to 
yield, and then it happened. 
"It" 


came in the form of a series of 
heavy 
snowstorms 
which 
com- 


pletely bogged down the troops 
and tanks of the Americans. For 
days a battle in the snow drifts 
ensued, following which the weary 
Yanks began to shove the enemy 
back and by January 10 the Nazis 
iiad begun to evacuate the bulge. 
By the eighteenth of the month, 
the retreat had become a rout and 
the bulge was reduced to about 30 
per cent of its original size. 


With the fall of St. Vith to the 


American forces on January 23, 
the Nazi threat was reduced to 
nothing and the Yanks had chalked

On March 12. a report read: AH 


Germans wiped out on west bank 
of 
Rhine. The 
following 
week 


brought only 
minor 
skirmishes. 


and for the most part, everything 
was quiet along the great stream. 


Suddenly, at about midnight on 


the morning of March 2-1. mighty 
allied batteries opened up on the 
east shore, 
a 
gigantic 65-mile 


smoke screen was laid down, and 
thousands of bombers with fighter 
escort swarmed over and literally 
blasted everything 
on the east 


bank flat to the ground. 
Navy 


assault boats, which had been se- 
cretly transported to the front for 
months, began carrying the first 
waves of Commandoes across, fol- 
lowed closely by others carrying 
Allied infantrymen. 


By dawn, the troops had stormed 


ashore fighting and by noon, they 
had advanced two miles beyond 
the shores of the river and cap- 
tured two small German cities. In 
twelve hours, from midnight to 
noon the allied forces had com- 
pletely crossed 
and 
established 


themselves on the east hank of 
the mighty Rhine river. 


Battle for Berlin 


The Russian drive on Berlin in 


January kept the world on edge in 
expectancy for some time, but the 
Reds had other plans besides Ber- 
lin. 
When their advances bogged 


down about 35 miles 
from the 


Nazi capital, most of the people 


completely turgot the whole en- 
gagement. When on April 14. a dis- 
patch said that four fresh Red 
armies might again take up the 
drive on Berlin, it received little 
attention. It was only three days 
later, however, that reports of ma- 
jor military movements on Berlin 
again greeted the world. 


This time the Russians 
were 


playing 
for 
keeps, 
and 
they 


reached the suburbs, of the me 
tropolis on the twenty-first of the 


1 month. They were soon bombard- 
1 ing the center of the city from 


positions taken in the suburbs, and 
by April 29. there remained only 
one small pocket of resistance in 
Berlin, constituting- about 
one- 


fourth of the area of the city. 


Second Battle of France 


The first 49 days after Gen. 


Eisenhower's forces landed in Nor- 
mandy were spent in securing-, en- 
larging- and building up the beach- 
head. 
Extremely bloody battles 


were fought in beating the Ger- 
mans back from one hedgerow and 
sunken road to the next. 
Cher- 


bourg, the allies' first major port 
in France, was taken by American 
troops on June 27 just three weeks 
after D-Day after a bitter battle. 


Then American. British, Cana- 


dian and allied troops liberated 
France in one of the swiftest cam- 
paigns on record. They did it from 
a beachhead—one of the most un- 
usual of military feats. 


Swiftly the U. S. 1st and 9th 


armies spread over the 
Ruhr. 


Penetrating ever farther into Ger- 
many they discovered and revealed 
to the world the monstrous hor- 
rors of the prison camps at Bu- 
chenwald, Belsen, Erla and Nord- 


huuseit. 


Advancing from the east, Rus- 


sian shock troops reached Berlin, 
penetrated the wrecked capital in 
house-to-house fighting.

With the crack-up of Germany, 


government and industry got their 
pre-arranged 
flash to start the 


ponderous swing into an economy 
half of war. half of peace. 


Kii'bt loosening of wartime busi- 


ness contiols can be expected im- 
mediately, along with the lifting' 
of such minor irritants as the mid- 
night curfew, the "brown-out" and 
the closing of race tracks. 


Within a year, it is officially 


predicted, factories will be making 
peacetime goods at or above the 
1939 rate. 


But the start wil! be slow. The 


government foresees a struggle all 
the way to "V-J" Day (the day of 
victory over Japan) against the 
natural tendency of business to 
press for greater freedom. If re- 
conversion goes too far or too fast, 
officials fear it might hinder the 
sustained assault upon Japan. 


"The war in the Pacific will con- 


tinue to tax our economy." said 
Chairman J. A. Krug of the War 
Production Board in a V-E Day 
warning. 


"No vast diversion of factories 


to civilian goods can be undertak- 


The reconversion mut.t 
be more gradual than we hoped ;ot , 
lust fall, but we will ultuii'itcly 
get back to the peacetime le\el ot ' 
civilian manufacturing."

The French have a proverb that. 
fits the situation—the inure things 
change, the more they are the 
same. 


If it's the method of applying 


the principles, then 
a 
lot 
of 


change? have appeared. 
The de- 


velopment of air power adds a 
new dimension to operations, to 
mention the most obvious; and 
ormored units alter the 
battle- 


feild application of old principles. 


The simplest definition of strat- 


egy is the art of bringing- the en- 
emy to battle on terms disadvan- 
tageous to him. Tactics are the 
armored units after the 
battle- 


field application of old principles, 
you want him—or, from the en- 
emy's point of view, the methods 
of making the best of a situation 
he'd rather not be in. 


Napoleon 
said 
that 
tactics 


change every ten years, but. it's 
pretty generally' agreed that he 
was talking- about new combina- 
tions resulting 
from 
improved 


weapons, not about basic princi- 
ples. 
The commander 
in battle 


still can attempt to break through 
the center of the enemy's line, or 
to flank it, his object being- to get 
behind the enemy force and de- 
stroy it, by killing the enemy sol- 
diers or forcing their surrender. 


Problems Unaltered 


Basically, the present war has 


not 
altered 
the 
commander's 


problem at all—he still deals in 
off-tackle plays and end runs. 


There was considerable discus- 


sion in the summer of 19'H about 
the "new tactics" which created 
the army's demands for a heavy 
increase in big artillery. 
In the 


sense that 
the 
generals 
had 


changed their minds about the 
sizes of guns and how many of 
them would be needed to do the 
job, there was something new. 
But they were accelerating tac- 
tics, not changing- them. 


Even airpower has not altered 


the principles. The airplane is an 
instrument for 
delivering 
fire- 


power where the commander's tac- 
tical or strategic plans call for it, 
and it is also a means of trans- 
portation. 
A bomb has basically 


the s»mc function as a shell, nnd 
airborne troops can be maneuv- 
ered more quickly than marching, 
mounted or motorized units, find 
in 
places 
inaccessible to 
the 


others. 


But airpower has not changed 


the principles of massing 
fire- 


power 
at 
critical 
or 
decisive 


points, or maneuvering troops to 
flank the enemy's positions, in 
order to achieve a decision.

This might be considered some- 


thing radically new in tactics, lie- 
cause it simplifies immeasurably t 
the problems of the ground—-or 
sea commander. What the plane j 
has destroyed at 
the factory in i 


the rear, the .field 
commander; 


does not have to destroy by ar- 
tillery fire or capture 
in 
the 


field. 


Within the air forces, of course, 


the whole matter of strategy and 
tactics is new. 
The airplane is 


by long odds the most complicat- 
ed weapon evcv devised. 
Us po- 


tentialities arc just beginning to : 
be realized, and it may be that in 
the foreseeable future it will al- 
ter the whole concept of war. KO 
that the principles 
of 
Plrategy 


which have been immutable for 
centuries will be swept into the 
discard.

Man's Morale Involved 


For airpower is the first weapon 


in the history of war which offers 
the- possibility of destruction with- 
out capture. 
The transformation 


of that possibility into actuality, 
i 


however, involves far more than 
the efficiency of the weapon. 
It 


involves the morals of mankind, 
and the question of how far man 
; 


is willing to go in frightfulncss. 
• 


The development of airpower ai- 


ready has gone far enough to in- • 
dicate that some vast air force of 
the future nay be able, with ex- 
plosives and gas and bacteria, to 
Wipe out the entire population of 
a. nation, or at least so much of 
the population that the scattered 
remnants would be hard 
put to 


It to survive as a group.

"purge" of Nazi officers, as the Fuehrer dodged blame for military disasters. 


Faced tvitn humiliating army retreats and continual air bombardment, Hitler crouched in his 


ever-shrinking "Fortress" and desperately told his people that "Victory will one day compensate 
each and every one of us for the sorrows suffer ed and the sacrifices made." 


in this war to demonstrate that 
airpower alone is capable of ef- 
fecting a. derision over a nation 
intent on making war regardless 
of cost, and so airpower as yet 
has not altered the principle? of 
strategy. 
Its efforts still arc di- 


rected to assisting the operations 
of surface forces, 
ground 
and 


sea. 


The weapons have become infi- 


nite in variety, the problems are 
vastly more complicated, but tac- 
tics still uses firepower 16 win 
battles, and strategy still uses 
battles to win wars. In both the 
basic principle still is to concen- 
trate superior strength at the 
decisive point. 


The battle of France has em- 


ployed weapons that the old mas- 
ters 
never 
heard 
of—airborne 


troops, flamethrowers, trucks and 
jeeps and portable radios, truck- 
drawn guns 
that 
would 
have 


wrecked an "iKth century fortress. 


The old masters of the art of 


war would find the weapons in- 
credible, the speed beyond belief. 
But they would have recognized 
tht> maneuvers and the plans as 
fitting- neatly into their classic 
principles.
